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Georgia's Economy 


Has a Seamy Side 


We in Georgia rightfully are proud of 
the economic progress the state has made 
in recent years. Payrolls have increased 
along with per capita incomes. We have 
moved toward a balance between indus- 
try and agriculture. 

Statistics show that as recently as 
1918, 55 per cent of Georgia’s workers 
were employed in agriculture. Farm em- 
ployment has been dropping since 1910 
and today a little over 9 per cent actu- 
ally earn their living principally in farm- 
ing while manufacturing employment has 
Increased to 27.9 per cent of the state's 
total workers. 

This is all well and good. But along 
With noting progress, it behooves us to 
take stock of our shortcomings. And this 
is done in the current issue of a little 
publication called “Ideas” of the Indus- 
trial Development Division of Georgia 
Tech. And the idea is that progress has 
not been fast enough to provide employ- 
ment for our young people and those who 
have been displaced from the farms. 

Manufacturing employment, the pub- 
lication points out, hit its peak in 1956 
and has not regained that level since. 
“We have not been gaining enough 
Plants,” it points out, “to offset the em- 
ployment losses suffered, particularly in 
textiles and transportation equipment.” 

Relatively the state still is losing pop- 
ulation. The growth rate has dropped 
below the U.S. average “as a result of 
our failure to create new jobs. We now 
rank 16th in total population after rank- 
ing 13th just 15 years ago.” 

“While we have gained 342,000 peo- 
ple between the 1950 census and 1958,” 
the article points out, “Florida has added 
over 1,744,000! The United States as a 
whole has gained an average of 14.9 per 
cent during the eight-year period while 
Georgia added just 9.9 per cent. ... The 
anticipated loss of a congressman after 
the 1960 census is only one of many 
signs that we are not keeping pace.” 

The state has not made much gain in 
reducing the dollar gap which exists be- 
tween per capita income in Georgia and 
the nation. While we have moved up 
percentagewise, “we remain almost pre- 
cisely the same number of dollars be- 
hind the United States now as we were 
30 years ago.” 

To prevent our young people from 
leaving Georgia and to provide jobs for 
displaced farm workers the state must 
provide more manufacturing payrolls. 
The Georgia Tech researchers conclude 
that unless we intensify our efforts to 
develop our industrial potentials, much of 
the state will continue to lose population.

Plane Raids on Cuba 
Call for Prompt Action 


It just doesn’t make sense that the 
United States cannot stop or at least re- 
duce to an absolute minimum flights by 
Ynauthorized planes from airports in 
Florida to Cuba. The latest incident of an 
American plane being brought down 
tends to prove Castro’s charges that such 
raids are common. 

- It is obvious the raids are much more 
common than we have been willing to 
admit. They are, of course, without offi- 
cial sanction and are financed and direct- 
éd by Cuban political exiles and other 
enemies of the Castro regime. But the fact 
they are flying clandestinely from U‘S.

Bomb Attack Is Reaping 
Of What’s Been Sowed 


Arrest of a teen-age boy, a reported 
confession from him admitting responsi- 
bility for the shocking fire-bombing of a 
Synagogue in Gadsden, Ala., and an at- 
tempt to murder as many worshipers as 
could be hit by rifle fire should give 
us Pause. 

We are all guilty in varying degree. 
These things are a reaping of what has 
been sowed. Alabama, as are other South- 
ern states, is a source of anti-Semitic 
literature. But that from Alabama is 
perhaps the most dangerously violent in 
the nation. A community cannot afford 
to be silent in such a situation. Its mass 
media and public leaders must counter 
such vile and wicked appeals to the worst 
in man. 

Nor should it be overlooked that these 
youngsters had their minds warped and 
made sick by adult leadership and the 
climate of public opinion where they are. 
In Columbus, Ga., a youngster defaced a 
Synagogue and burglarized and burned 
an art museum. He had a history of 
association with anti-Semitic groups and 
their literature. But he was led and en- 
couraged by adult words and deeds. 

Who sowed the dreadful seeds in the 
boy’s mind in Alabama, making him 
willing to commit murder? 


“What the hammer? What the chain? 
In what furnace was thy brain? 
What the anvil? What dread grasp 
Dare its deadly terrors clasp? .. .” 


The adult community cannot escape 
responsibility. What have its leaders said 
or not said? Who made this 16-year-old 
boy into a dangerous would-be-mur- 
derer? Who taught him? To whom did 
he listen? Whose words did he read? 

We are all guilty. The fact the degree 
varies does not excuse us.

Welcome Sight in State 


Peach orchards in several middle 
Georgia counties are expected to be in 
full bloom this week and the spectacle 
promises to be even more dazzling than 
usual.

But from both the grower and con- 
sumers’ viewpoints the late March cold 
should prove to be a blessing.

This year, though, the setting -is just 
right for a bumper crop. Growers de- 
serve good treatment from the weather 
to compensate for some of the devastat- 
ing tricks it has played upon them in 
years past.

Macmillan Is Seeking 


Test Ban Compromise 


Prime Minister Macmillan of Great 
Britain will confer with President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State Herter to- 
day on a possible compromise for a nu- 
clear test ban. 

The Soviets have surprised and dis- 
mayed U.S. officials by accepting in 
principle the banning of atomic tests. But 
as usual the U.S.S.R. slipped in some- 
thing which has caused U.S. experts to 
declare the acceptance a trick. 

The Soviets say they will agree to ban 
all tests except the relatively minor 
underground nuclear explosions which do 
not endanger life or health by contami- 
nating the air. But the Soviets insist even 
here that there be a four-year morato- 
rium. It is this four-year ban which an- 
noys the United States and makes us sus- 
picious. The below-surface blasts are dif- 
ficult to detect and there is no plan of 
inspection. 

The British are willing to go along. 
They fear rejection of the proposals would 
nullify the May summit meeting by mak- 
ing it impossible to have any agreement 
whatever on disarmament. 

The United States is said to be ready 
to offer a compromise. The' basis of it is 
a shorter ban of underground tests during 
which time an inspection plan to cover 
underground explosions would be pre- 
pared. Our position is that these tests are 
needed to develop peaceful uses of such 
energy. But, of course, weapons, too, 
could be so tested.

This raises again the insistent 
question of the presidential cam- 
paign: What are the role and 
scope of the federal government 
in maintaining the public welfare? 
How should the resources of the 
nation be used? Should the Presi- 
dent grapple with the problem 
or pass by on the other side? 

President Eisenhower chose to 
pass by on the other side. The 
Congress is dealing with the prob- 
lem of the aged. The President 
opposed the legislation under dis- 
cussion. His secretary of health, 
education and welfare proposed 
that the administration immedi- 
ately offer its own substitute bill 
to deal with this problem but the 
President opposed that, too. 

About the facts there is no dis- 
pute. As the President himself has 
often emphasized, the inflation of 
the last generation has been par- 
ticularly hard on the old people. 
The 8 million over 65 in the low- 
income bracket cannot afford de- 
cent housing, proper nutrition or 
adequate medical care. 

The main question here is not 
the specific bills introduced by 
Rep. Forand of Rhode Island or 
Sen. Kennedy of Massachusetts. 
Both involve the compulsory prin- 
ciple—supported by all the Demo- 
cratic candidates—of increasing 


the Social Security tax of peo- 
ple still paying that tax for the 
benefit of all old people who are 
now the noncontributing benefi- 
ciaries of that tax. 

There are good arguments 
against this. One, for example, is 
that the proposed bills would sub- 
sidize the rich when they are old 
as well as the poor. Beyond this 
is the root question of government 
paternalism and where the wel- 
fare state is to stop. 

And these are important ques- 
tions. There is an argument for 
going on. There is an argument 
for stopping. There is an argu- 
ment for devising another and a 
voluntary way. There is, in short, 
an argument for doing anything 
but brushing the problem off 
without an explanation. 

Life in youth-tide can care for 
itself. The welfare state does not 
have to relieve the young men 
in the Air Force from doing 
kitchen duty as it just has. But 
people in affliction and adversity, 
standing on the summit of lean 
and slippered old age, are some- 
thing else. Many of them have 
nothing to count but their years.

WASHINGTON — Some chilling second 
thoughts are running through Washington now 
about President Eisenhower's fateful decision to 


open the way for Khrushchev’s free-wheeling sccpienda tours 
through the Allied West. Great risks from the start were involved in 
Eisenhower’s reluctant agreement to follow Britain’s lead in negotiat- 
ing under neon lights with Khrushchev at—and before—the coming 


May summit meeting. 

These risks are now becoming 
plainer and plainer. 

For once we abandoned the old 
careful diplomacy, through which 
professionals worked in private to 
reach limited but solid agree- 
ments, we gave a great propa- 
ganda weapon to Khrushchev. 
Having at home or abroad. no 
critic to check him, he is able to 
appeal above the heads of West- 
ern governments to all that are un- 
informed and sentimentally “‘hope- 
ful’’ among their peoples. 

He is the beneficiary of a price- 
less boon—he can be as irrespon- 
sible and demagogic as he 
pleases. The Western leaders can- 
not. This—the process of going 
over the head of the government 
of this country—is what Khru- 
shchev did in his tour of the Unit- 
ed States last fall. It is no good 
denying that he won a consider- 
able propaganda triumph here. 

And this is what he is doing 
now in his visit to France. He is 
again scoring victories, this time 
over the lawful head of France, 
Charles de Gaulle. 


Another truth is not spoken out 
loud here by anybody who wants 
to win a popularity contest.

The story of Joseph is about a bright and 
handsome boy who grew up to be a splendid 
human being who was trusted and respected by

Leah became the 
mother of many of Jacob’s sons 
but Rachel, whom he loved with 
special devotion, bore him no 
children. 

At length, however, Rachel’s 
life was enlarged through mother- 
hood and she gave to Jacob two 
sons, Joseph and Benjamin. She 
apparently died at the time of 
Benjamin’s birth. It was there- 
fore only natural that Jacob 
should have looked with particu- 
lar fondness on Joseph, the first 
son by his favorite wife. 

I do not want to become side- 
tracked by a discussion of Jacob's 
indescretion in favoring one son 
more than another. Jacob erred, 
of course, but the fact that he 
loved Joseph more than the oth- 
ers was not hidden from the rest 
of the family. As an evidence of 
his particular love, Jacob gave 
to Joseph a special garment to 
wear. When I was a child in Sun- 
day school I was taught that this

In many 
ways our lives are also blessed 
by God. We sometimes concen- 
trate on our troubles. But when 
we think of the blessings which 
have also come to us, we know 
that each of us is a particularly 
favored child of God.

under the access road to Bagram 
Airport — a huge Soviet-built mil- 
itary field where President Ejisen- 
hower also began his visit to Af- 
ghanistan last year. 


Bagram is reached by following 
a 30-mile road over the mountains 
ringing Kabul, then turning off 
on an access road which winds 
for four miles over flat land to 
the airport. 


The bomb was of the tripwire 
type, but no wire was attached 
when it was snatched from the 
road over which Khrushchev la- 
ter passed with King Zahir Shah 
and Prime Minister Mohammed 
Daud. 


On Feb. 29, Afghan police struck 
sharply among suspected trouble- 
makers. More than a dozen per- 
sons were rounded up and still 
are awaiting trial. 


Some hints of trouble in Kabul 
had leaked out previously, despite 
tight security measures. 


The trouble was that the hints 
appeared in the press of Pakistan 
— and Afghanistan-Pakistan rela- 
tions are so bitter that neutral ob- 
servers generally discredit most of 
what the préss of either nation 
says about the other. 


Thus little attention was paid 
outside Pakistan to a report car- 
ried by newspapers of that coun- 
try on March 2 that there had been 
a wave of arrests in Kabul in ad- 
vance of Khrushchev’s arrival. 


This report claimed the Afghan 
government rounded up persons 
who wanted to stage a demonstra- 
tion against the Soviet pre- 
mier. Pakistani reports said the 
demonstrators wanted to protest 
against what they felt was a too- 
friendly relationship between Mos- 
lem Afghanistan and the Commu- 
nist Soviet Union.

If the Butane-Propane gases 
were like some people and capa-

During the recent ice storm 


when electric lines were tempo- 
rarily down and the roads were 
virtually impassable, thosé people 
who were fortunate enough to be 
users of this modern fuel were 
“snug as a bug in a rug,” with 
the one product that is immune 
to storms, tornadoes, high winds 
and even atomic disasters.

All-Color Format 
Predicted for TV 


By HUNTER JAMES 
It’s the coming thing for millions . . . 
They are no longer satisfied with gray and white 


on their television screen; 
paying extra money—two 


per set—to get it. 

Color TV, once a luxury for 
the $30,000 split level home, 
may in another 10 years be- 
come standard late 
equipment in 
every Atlanta 
parior. 

By that time, } 
it will probably § 
be worth the 4 
price to own a @ 
set, says Gen- & 
eral Manager } 
Marcus Bart- 
lett of WSB-TV 
in Atlanta. 
His prediction: 
Within a decade, all television 
programs will be in color and 
it will become customary for 
manufacturers to produce noth- 
ing but color sets. 

A survey by Standard Rate & 
Data indicates it will be at 
least that long before the At- 
lanta’s switch to color is com- 
plete. 

The rating service reported in 
December that Atlanta had 7500 
viewers of color television, 604,- 
000 viewers of the black and 
white medium. 

FIFTEEN HOURS 

WSB-TV averages more than 
15 hours a week of color. 
WAGA-TV, the Atlanta CBS

affiliate, has only one regularly 
scheduled show each week in 
color. WLWA-TV, the ABC af- 
filiate, has none. 

Neither CBS nor ABC has as 
yet gone in heavily for color. 
And spokesmen for their At- 
lanta affiliates look for no big 
increase within the next year. 

Thus, the color schedule in 
Atlanta appears skimpy at the 
moment. 

SALES INCREASE 

But the purchase of color sets 
continues to increase. 

Gordon Bahl, general man- 
ager of RCA-Victor’s distribu- 
tion agency in Atlanta, puts 
the purchase of color sets at 
about 10 per cent of the total. 

“‘We have been in the color 
business for six years and have 
found that about 90 per cent of 
the people who buy color TV 
are satisfied with it,” he says. 

‘Service calls for color sets 
run about the same as for 
black and white.”’ 

For a long time, RCA-Victor 
was the lone producer—on a 
large scale—of color sets. But 
other companies are going in 
for it now — General Electric, 
Admiral and Sears to name a 
few.
